The other ‘Fast and Furious’ 


White House, Congress 
square off over docs in 
botched gun-running case

WASHINGTON A congressional panel voted 
Wednesday to charge Attorney General Eric 
Holder with contempt of Congress after the 
Obama administration invoked executive privi- 
lege for the first time since coming to office, 
withholding some documents related to a failed 
gun-running investigation. 

The Republican-controlled House of Rep- 
resentatives’ oversight and government reform 
committee, on a party-line vote, decided to cite 
the nation’s top law enforcement officer in con- 
nection with the operation, code-named “Fast 
and Furious.” The move set up a new confronta- 
tion between President Obama and Congress. 

Republican House leaders said they would 
schedule a vote in the full House next week 
on the contempt charge. House Speaker John 
Boehner and Majority Leader Eric Cantor said 
if the requested documents were submitted be- 


fore that vote, it would provide an opportunity 
to resolve the issue. 

In theory, an official charged with contempt 
could be punished with a fine or jail, but no one 
expects it to come to that. Weeks or months of 
controversy feeding into the presidential elec- 
tion campaign is the more likely result. 

Republicans already were taking advantage 
of the moment to portray the president as a 
participant in a cover-up, just as congressional 
Democrats did when they fought with President 
George W. Bush over that administration’s re- 
fusal to turn over documents relating to the dis- 
missal of a group of federal prosecutors. 

“Until now, everyone believed that the deci- 
sions regarding ‘Fast and Furious’ were confined 
to the Department of Justice,” said Michael 
Steel, a spokesman for Boehner. 

He added, “The White House decision to 
invoke executive privilege implies that White 
House officials were either involved in the ‘Fast 
and Furious’ operation or the cover-up that fol- 
lowed.” Presidents since Richard Nixon have 
claimed executive privilege to protect internal 
documents and conversations in similar dis- 
putes with Congress with varying results, as the 


The “Fast and Furious” operation was meant 
to help federal law enforcement agents 
follow the flow of guns from Arizona into 
Mexico, where they were thought to fall into 
the hands of violent Mexican drug cartels. 

A similar operation was conducted during 
Bush’s administration. 

U.S. agents lost track of many of the weap- 
ons, which later were involved in crimes, in- 
cluding the shooting death of Border Patrol 
agent Brian Terry. “Fast and Furious” ran 
from late 2009 until early 2011. 


courts have never given presidents any absolute 
authority to defy subpoenas from Congress. 

Even before the vote, the White House criti- 
cized the panel chaired by conservative Repre- 
sentative Darrell Issa. 

“Instead of creating jobs or strengthening 
the middle class, congressional Republicans are 
spending their time on a politically motivated, 
taxpayer-funded election-year fishing expedi- 
tion,” White House Communications Director 
Dan Pfeiffer said. 


What is a contempt citation? 
Congress can vote to hold a 
congressional witness in con- 
tempt of Congress if it considers 
the witness to be obstructing its 
ability to carry out its constitu- 
tional powers. For a person to 
be held in contempt, Congress 
must vote on a contempt cita- 
tion in committee. 

The process involves a series 
of legal maneuvers including 
the president's ability to assert 
executive privilege, as he did 
in this case, which has histori- 
cally made executive branch 
officials immune from criminal 
prosecution. 


Why was Holder cited for 
contempt? 

The Oversight Committee cited 
Holder for contempt for fail- 

ing to hand over all the docu- 
ments relating to Operation 
Fast and Furious, the botched 
Justice Department sting op- 
eration linked to the death of 
U.S. Border Patrol agent Brian 
Terry and a number of Mexican 
citizens from some of the 2,000 
weapons that fell into the hands 
of Mexican drug gangs. 


When is the last time an ex- 
ecutive branch official faced a 
contempt citation? 
Although this is the first time 
an attorney general has faced a 
contempt citation, other execu- 
tive branch officials have been 
held in contempt of Congress. 
Most recently, George W. 
Bush White House Counsel 
Harriet Miers and Chief of Staff 
Joshua Bolten were held in con- 
tempt of Congress despite Bush 
asserting executive privilege 
in their case. During the vote 
in early 2008, a large number 
of Republicans walked out in 
protest of what they saw as a 
partisan vote. 


What happens next? 

The partisan 23-17 vote in favor 
of a contempt in committee 
sends the decision to the full 
House for another vote. If that 
vote finds Holder in contempt, 
then, according to George 
Washington University Law 
School Associate Dean Alan 
Morrison, it is unlikely that 
Holder will be prosecuted for 
criminal contempt. 

Instead, Morrison says it is 
more likely the House will pur- 
sue civil prosecution in federal 
court, as it did in the Miers and 
Bolten cases. CNN

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TO WEAR A HELMET OR NOT— 
THAT IS THE BIKER’S QUESTION

Aaron Szumny has been cut off by reckless drivers and scraped up by a car door 


flung in his path. He has seen fellow bikers be just as careless as other drivers, and 


inexperienced riders create hazards on Chicago roads. Despite the dangers, the 


lifelong rider, who currently is on a break from cycling, doesn’t wear a helmet when 


he rides. “I feel like it restricts my vision,” said Szumny, 30, of Wicker Park. And in 


a city with no law requiring helmets for cyclists, he certainly isn’t the only one to 


skip out on headgear. 


In fact, the debate over whether to wear a 
helmet while riding is constant in the city. Ad- 
vocates point to recent research that suggests 
helmets can be a line of defense against seri- 
ous head injuries, but others question those 
claims. Opponents say riders might be worse 
off with the headgear because it can give a 
person a false sense of security. 

In Chicago—recently ranked the fifth- 
most bike-friendly city in the country by 
Bicycling Magazine—the helmet wars are as 
feisty as ever. 

“In general, every year with more bike ad- 
vocacy going on out there, people are getting 
more in tune with how important it is to wear 
a helmet,” said Dino Rizzo, who has worked 
at Village Cycle Center in Old Town for 
10 years. “People are starting to realize they 
are starting to save lives.” 

On the other end are people like Frank 
Krygowski, a retired professor of mechanical 
engineering at Youngstown State University 
in Ohio, who say cycling is no more danger- 
ous than walking or driving—and it’s not like 
anyone is regularly wearing a helmet for those 
activities. Krygowski is affiliated with the 


Bike Helmet Research Foundation, a clear- 
inghouse for cyclists who doubt research that 
points to the effectiveness of helmets. 

“Biking is amazingly safe even as incom- 
petently as most people do it,” he said, add- 
ing that laws requiring the use of helmets, or 
campaigns that advocate for the use of hel- 
mets, stigmatize cycling as overly dangerous. 

In 2010—the latest year finalized data is 
available—there were 1,643 accidents involv- 
ing bikes and cars in Chicago, including 1,579 
injuries and five fatalities. Of the injuries, 148 
were considered serious, incapacitating the 
biker from walking or continuing activities as 
before the incident occurred. 

Research on the effectiveness of biking 
helmets goes way back, and it has fueled the 
helmet wars for a long time. A widely cited 
study in the 1989 New England Journal of 
Medicine found that helmets reduced the 
risk of brain injury by 85 percent. More recent 
reviews, such as a 2009 study in the Cochrane 
Database of Systematic Reviews, an online 
database of health care research, put the ef- 
fectiveness of helmets between 63 percent 
and 85 percent. 


But not all the research is so rosy. A 2011 
paper published in the journal Accident 
Analysis and Prevention criticized the more 
recent findings of the Cochrane report and 
other similar research, saying the protective 
benefits of helmets are reduced when certain 
research biases are taken into account. Critics 
also point to a New York Times report that 
found the incidence of head injuries climbed 
10 percent between 1991 and 2001—a period 
of time when helmet use actually became 
more common in the USS. 

Chicagoland’s Active Transportation Al- 
liance, a nonprofit advocacy group for bi- 
cycling, walking and public transit, says the 
benefits of helmets outweigh risks that some 
have cited, marketing and communications 


director Ethan Spotts said. 

“There’s more stats and research that point 
to helmets being a safer choice,” he said. 

Still, the alliance is opposed to mandatory 
helmet laws in Chicago because they have 
the potential to discourage people from bik- 
ing. Wearing a helmet should be a personal 
choice, Spotts said. 

Beyond the arguments over the effective- 
ness of helmets, legal issues complicate the 
debate. If all bikers were required to wear 
helmets, the argument goes, they would open 
themselves up to liability in the event of a col- 
lision. A biker who isn’t at fault in a collision 
could lose out on money that would have been 
due to him if he had been wearing a helmet. 

Jim Freeman, a Chicago lawyer whose cli-

Helmet use varies. In Illinois, while cer- 
tain municipalities have their own require- 
ments for younger riders to wear headgear, 
Chicago is devoid of any ordinances that 
require the use of protective headgear. 

The closest the city comes to a helmet “re- 
quirement” is for bike messengers or those 
who use a bike in a professional capacity, 
under code 4-168-070.

Some bikers remain in the middle. Julie 
Hochstadter, director of Chicago online cy- 
cling community thechainlink.org, said the 
issue of wearing helmets ignites passionate 
arguments on both sides. While she supports 
wearing helmets while biking, she said it is a 
constant point of contention in the Chicago 
biking community. 

“There are a lot of people that are anti-hel- 
met,” she said of Chainlink forum members. 
In a recent discussion about helmet wearing, 
a user posted a photo of a bucket of popcorn 
in anticipation of the debate.

weekly commute is much more convenient 
without carrying an extra item to work. Even 
though he’s been in accidents and had some 
close calls, he said they have only caused him 
to be more cautious while riding without his 
helmet. 

Still, some just won't leave home without it, 
and they see no harm in what they say is an 
extra level of protection. 

“T have a degree, I paid a lot of money for 
what’s inside of my brain, I don’t know why I 
wouldn't put [a helmet] on,” said Joe Tighe, 31, 
of Logan Square as he waited to enter a Star- 
bucks in Roscoe Village while his bike was 
being fixed across the street. “[Not wearing a 
helmet} is self-righteous and ignorant.”

Now THAT’s a heat wave 


Chicago Tribune 

The Chicago area sweltered through a third 
straight day of 90s on Wednesday, making 
June the warmest here in 25 years. 

But relief is in sight. The highs will sim- 
mer down to the low 80s or even upper 70s 
on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, then the 
middle 70s on Monday and Tuesday. 

The average temperature of 71.9 degrees 
so far this month is 5 degrees above the norm 
and the warmest June 1-20 period since 1987. 

By Wednesday, the year boasted 13 days 
with peak readings at or above 90 degrees. 
The city typically doesn’t get 13 days of 90s 
until Aug. 14. Tuesday’s high of 95 was June’s 
hottest yet. 

Now the heat’s headed for the big East 
Coast cities. Highs in New York City on 


and readings in Philadelphia, Boston and 
Washington, D.C., were headed well into the 
gos. 

US. geography between Chicago and the 
major Northeast and Mid-Atlantic cities 
plays quite a role in intensifying heat as it 
travels eastward. As air rises to get over the 
Appalachians, precipitation falls with it. But 
it’s on the downhill trek into Virginia, West 
Virginia, New Jersey and New York that the 
air is subjected to higher pressure at lower 
elevations. The compressional warming that 
results both boosts temperatures and makes 
hot air hotter. 

Back in Chicago, the National Weather 
Service says there’s a 40 percent chance of 
showers Thursday with a high in the lower 
80s. The highs will dip into the 70s by the

Panera is turning one of its first Chicago 
stores over to the community. The store at 
616 W. Diversey Parkway is converting to a 
pay-what-you-can model Thursday with only 
suggested prices and donation boxes. 

This is the St. Louis-based company’s 
fourth “Panera Cares Community Cafe” and 
its first in Chicago. 

Founder and co-CEO Ron Shaich said the 
Lakeview location has particular significance 
for him because he wrote the company’s mis- 
sion statement there. 

“Chicago is a very important market for 
us,” Shaich said, adding that the company 
has more than 100 locations in the area, and 
co-CEO William Moreton lives in Hinsdale. 
“We've had a lot of success here.” 

He added that the Lakeview location is 


ideal for a community store because there are 
“million-dollar townhomes and people on the 
street,” meaning there are customers who can 
help support the cafe and those who can ben- 
efit from a free meal. 

“When you walk in, it’s the full Panera ex- 
perience,” Shaich said. “When you go into a 
soup kitchen, the energy is so negative and 
the food is institutional and the experience is 
institutional.” 

He said the idea for the community model 
was to “create an experience,” that could “lift 
people up” and provide some dignity for those 
who can’t afford to pay. 

To make the concept work, consumers 
who have extra money are asked to donate it. 
Those who are short can pay less, and those 
who can’t pay anything can volunteer for an 
hour to eat free.

BELLEFONTE, Pa. The defense team for Jerry San- 

dusky, who is accused of sexually abusing 10 boys over 
a 15-year period, rested Wednesday without the former as- 
sistant football coach taking the stand. 

Defense attorney Joe Amendola had told reporters earlier 
to “stay tuned” to see whether the former Penn State Uni- 
versity defensive coordinator would testify. It was thought 
his testimony could provide the opening that prosecutors 
needed to introduce new evidence against the former coach. 

In a segment that wasn’t included in NBC’s November 
2o11 broadcast of an interview with sportscaster Bob Cos- 
tas, Sandusky said that he “didn’t go around seeking out ev- 
ery young person for sexual needs that I’ve helped.” 

There are likely “many young people who would come 
forward and say that my methods and what I had done for 
them made a very positive impact on their life,” the ex- 
coach said in the segment, which court observers thought 
prosecutors might want to introduce as new evidence in the 
case. 

Sandusky, 68, is on trial on 51 counts related to accusa- 
tions of child sex abuse. 

After the defense rested, the prosecution said it had no 
further rebuttal witnesses, and the judge scheduled closing 
arguments to begin at 9 a.m. Thursday. 

Following closing arguments on Thursday, the jury is ex- 
pected to retire to begin its deliberations. 

Meanwhile, at least one trial observer had said there was

Seaweed power: 
fact or fiction?

Seaweed can shrink your waistline. Grow your 
hair. Bring down your blood pressure along 
with your blood sugar. Build up the strength 
of your bones and your brain. Make your 
joints stop aching and your bowels get mov- 
ing. Give cancer short shrift, and give cellulite 
and wrinkles the old heave-ho. 

That is, if you believe the hype—only some 
of which is backed up by reliable evidence. 

The data are strongest that seaweed can re- 
duce inflammation, premenstrual syndrome 
symptoms and even the growth of tumors 
(in animals), says Dr. Mary Hardy, a nutrition 
and food supplement expert at UCLA. Dr. 
Karthik Krishnamurthy, a dermatologist at 
Montefiore Medical Center in the Bronx, also 
cites the widespread use of alginate, a compo- 
nent of seaweed, in wound dressings that yield 
excellent healing results. 

But overall, they and many other doctors, 
including those at the National Institutes of 
Health, are reserving judgment. 

Others, though, are already convinced of 
at least some of the powers of seaweed. Lydia 
Sarfati, in fact, was convinced more than 
30 years ago, and she founded the skin care 
company Repechage, which offers 167 prod- 
ucts, all seaweed-based. From the experts, 
here are some pros and cons to keep in mind. 


As a food 

The upside: Seaweed is loaded with all sorts of 
substances that make it good-for-you eating: 
vitamins, minerals, fiber, high-quality protein, 
and omega 3 and omega 6 fatty acids. (Sea- 
weed can have up to 10 times more calcium 
than milk.) And its readily available in Asian 


restaurants and specialty markets. 

The downside: “It’s an acquired taste,” says 
Miriam Pappo, director of clinical nutrition 
at Montefiore Medical Center. 


As asupplement 

The upside: This is an easy way to get a lot of 
seaweed. 

The downside: There are thousands of species 
of seaweed, ranging from edible to poisonous, 
Krishnamurthy warns, and since supplements 
don’t require FDA approval, you can’t always 
be sure what you're buying. Also, even supple- 
ments made from the safest of seaweeds can 
present dangers by possibly giving you too 
much of a good thing. 


In skin care products 

The upside: Evidence is pretty reliable that 
seaweed’s anti-inflammatory properties can 
be helpful with acne and rosacea, Krish- 
namurthy says. Others believe that seaweed is 
also a potent weapon in the war on wrinkles. 
Seaweed is a pure concentration of sea water, 
Sarfati says, and like sea water it’s similar in 
composition to human plasma. So the skin 
can be rehydrated by this “sister substance.” 
The downside: Like supplements, seaweed- 
based skin care products are not regulated 
by the FDA, so you can’t always be sure what 
you're getting. 


The verdict 

Many are true believers in the wonders of sea- 
weed, including Sarfati. Others remain sea- 
weed agnostics. “The only broad statement 
I can make,” Krishnamurthy says, “is that I 
can’t make any broad statement.”

Hikers lose their sunglasses in Chicago’s 
parks and the numerous woods outside the 
city. Swimmers lose theirs in Lake Michigan. 

Not only is the situation frustrating for 
consumers (not to mention hard on their 
eyes), it adds to trash in the lake and on land. 
Dizm Eyewear (dizmeyewear.com) is hoping 
to change that with its new eco-collection of 
biodegradable sunglasses. 

“The concept is that if you lose your sun- 
glasses in the water, they'll turn into fish food 
once they’re decomposed. If you lose them in 
the forest, in five or 10 years, they'd turn into 
biomass and be completely gone,” said Jonas 
Lee, Dizm Eyewear general manager. 

A sunglass line designed to bridge the gap 
between sports and fashion, Dizm makes 
about 70 styles, 18 of which have biodegrad- 
able frames. Dizm still is working on a biode- 
gradable solution for its polycarbonate lenses, 
which present a challenge because of the need 
for optical clarity. Before the end of the year, 
Dizm hopes to switch all of its frames to plas- 
tics made from wood, cotton and palm oil.

REDEYE’S MATT PAIS 
IS NO MATCH FOR 
PIXAR’S NEW HEROINE

REDEYE 

Given the chance to shoot a bow and arrow 
alongside “Brave” director Mark Andrews 
and producer Katherine Sarafian, I com- 
pletely humiliated them. 

No, no I didn’t. The 43-year-old, Bay Area- 
based folks behind Pixar’s latest animated 
film—in which young princess/archery en- 
thusiast Merida (voiced by Kelly Macdonald) 
attempts to deflect her mother’s insistence 
that Merida marry whichever suitor wins her 
hand— fittingly outshot me at the Lincoln 
Park Archery Club. 

The movie wasn’t such a snap; Andrews, 
Sarafian and the entire Pixar team worked 
ceaselessly to vividly depict an animated 
world that’s the most reality-based of the 
studio’s efforts. “We have a scene in the 
movie that takes place by a river,” Andrews 
said, “and the water in that thing took a year 
to do on its own.” 

Of course, the studio behind classics 
like “Ratatouille” and “Toy Story 3” doesn’t

believe in doing things the easy way. 

“I go down wrong roads like anybody and 
I make mistakes,” said Andrews, making his 
feature directorial debut with “Brave.” “But 
Pixar understands that that’s the process 
to getting something good. I don’t want 
to make a bull’s-eye every time with every 


decision. I have to find out what I’m even 
shooting at so I have to make my mistakes. 
I just have to make ’em often and I have to 
make ’em fast to find out what direction the 
true answer is going to be.” 

Andrews and Sarafian talked more about 
bringing the movie to the big screen.

Why do you think archery has become so 
popular in pop culture right now? 

Mark Andrews: I think we go in and out of 
these cycles of it. It’s been around for a long 
time. It’s one of the first technologies besides 
fire that man actually made. It’s deeply 
rooted in mythos across the world. ... It’s just 
an iconic, dynamic weapon that just takes a 
lot of skill and practice and focused attention 
to be able to do well. 


How much more significant was the discov- 
ery of archery than fire? 

MA: Huge, ’cause then I don’t have to run 
and catch my prey. I can just spot it and kill 
it from afar. And then fire is essential ’cause I 
don’t like raw. 

Katherine Sarafian: You need to cook your 


prey. 


I tried to cook my steak with a bow and ar- 
row; it did not work. 

MA: It does not work. 

KS: It’s an excellent skewer for kabobs 
though. 


How would Merida do in a competition 
against Katniss, Hawkeye or Robin Hood? 
MA: She'd blow ’em all away. 


Matt Pais hits the target—sort of. . 


KS: She’s young and adventurous. She 

has the elements against her; she can’t just 
go take shelter in a nice, warm heated house 
or anything like that. She’s out in the ele- 
ments. 

MA: She doesn’t need mechanical contrap- 
tions on the end of her arrows to help make 
the shots. She’s younger than Hawkeye. 
Hawkeye’s what, in his 20s or something like 
that. She’s just getting into her prime. She’d 
take ’em out. 


And she doesn’t have humans trying to kill 
her. 

KS: And she’s riding a horse a lot of the time. 
MA: Shooting from horseback, it’s crazy. 


People have talked about Pixar finally hav- 
ing a female lead character. Why do you 
think it took as much time as it did, and did 
that add to any pressure in helming the 
story? 

MA: No, we can’t really be constrained by the 
{notion] of, “Here’s our first female protago- 
nist.” Because then when we’re making the 
story it would become about that and not 
about the character, not about the story of 
who this young woman is and her role in life, 
that point of time when she’s transitioning 
from adolescence to adulthood, the dynamic 
tension between her mother wanting so 
much more for her, all the best but not giving 
her room to explore it herself. 


You did a research trip to Scotland and ate 
like the locals. 
KS: Yep. Haggis haggis haggis. 


How did that sit with you, and was there 
anything you weren’t up for trying? 

MA: No. well, there are fish in milk. Kippers 
in milk. Which is a unique taste. 


That hasn’t made its way across the pond. 
MA: No, no, no. [For] good reason. But 
everything else there is wonderful. Haggis is 
actually an excellent, excellent food. 

KS: Have you tried it? Have you tried haggis? 


I haven't. 

KS: It’s delicious. I hadn’t had it before I went 
to Scotland. We took two research trips. We 
ate haggis in every town. We stopped in every 
little stop in the Highlands and they would 
serve haggis and we ate’em all. 

MA: It’s just like hamburgers. You have better 
hamburgers—there’s probably a favorite 
hamburger place you go in the city, and not 
all hamburger is the same. You got some bet- 
ter recipes and other recipes. And haggis is 
kind of the same thing. The misnomer is that 
youre eating sheep stomach. You don’t ever 
eat the sheep stomach. That’s just what they 
cook it in. 

KS: Just a casing. 

MA: It’s a casing to marinate in. 


So no big deal. 

MA: No big deal. 

KS: You split the stomach open and the stuff 
that spills out is what you eat. Which is 
completely different than actually eating the 
stomach. 

MA: Which is meat and barley at oats and 
onions and vegetables. 

KS: [And] seasonings. 


Mark, you worked your way up into this, but 
did you have any first-time directing jitters? 
MA: The hardest thing with directing a film 
is getting that story right. I’ve been there 
and I’ve done that. I didn’t come in with any 
jitters whatsoever working on the film.

Networks say ‘si’ 
to telenovela style

Night after night, in households from Puebla 
to Pico Rivera, tens of millions of loyal view- 
ers tune in to their Spanish-language tele- 
novelas, gasping at the seductions and betray- 
als on tear-jerkers such as “Abismo de Pasion” 
(‘Abyss of Passion’). 

Now network executives, desperate to 
capitalize on the addictive powers of the 
prime-time soap operas, are copying the for- 
mula with English-language versions, starring 
marquee names. In some cases, they’re even 
borrowing the five-nights-a-week format. 

On Monday, Nickelodeon premiered its 
new nighttime soap, “Hollywood Heights,” 
a remake of an overly dramatic Mexican tele- 
novela about a young songwriter (Brittany 
Underwood) who falls in love with a rock star 
(Cody Longo). Movie actor and daytime soap 
veteran James Franco has a featured role. 

Lifetime may pick up “Devious Maids,” 
a sudsy series about four Latina housekeep- 
ers in Beverly Hills, produced by “Desperate 
Housewives” creator Marc Cherry and co- 
starring daytime soap star Susan Lucci. 

Both projects originated from Mexican 
media giant Grupo Televisa, which this spring 
opened a small studio in Santa Monica, Calif. 
to dip into its vast library of telenovelas to 
adapt for English-language networks. 

They’re chasing a big prize. There are more 
than 50 million Latinos in the US.—the 
fastest-growing demographic group in the 
country—with more than $1 trillion in buying 
power. Latinos make up more than 25 percent 
of the under-35 set that is so appealing to TV 


Drama on Nick 

Nickelodeon’s “Hollywood Heights” is 
based on the hugely successful “Alcanzar 
Una Estrella” (‘Reach for a Star”), which 
made its debut in Mexico in 1990 and 
spawned sequels, including one the fol- 
lowing year featuring singer Ricky Martin. 
Co-produced by Sony Pictures Television, 
the show contains classic telenovela ele- 
ments: betrayal, shock, longing gazes, 
steely-eyed glares and slamming doors— 
a lot of slamming doors.

advertisers. 

More than half are comfortable speaking 
English and already are watching the major 
networks. And TV viewers of all cultures al- 
ready are binge-viewing multiple episodes at 
once. 

The soap-like series “Desperate House- 
wives,” “Gossip Girls” and the “Dallas” re- 
boot were all audience hits. These and other 
factors suggest the timing is good for a soapy 
five-nights-a-week serial. 

The telenovelas are only one network ini- 
tiative to reach Latino viewers. This summer, 
News Corp. plans to roll out MundoFox, a 
new Spanish-language broadcast network, in 
collaboration with RCN Television Group, a 
Colombian media company. The venture will 
draw from RCN’s ample chest of popular tele- 
novelas.

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Want an Emmy nomination? Then put a bird on it

The heavy-duty Emmy “for your consider- 
ation” onslaught is in full, garish swing. 

Network and cable outlets are pulling out 
all the stops, weighing down the mailboxes of 
the voting members of the Academy of Tele- 
vision Arts and Sciences with lavish DVD 
mailers. They’re filling the landscape with 
billboards, bus wraps, newspaper ads and 
oversized posters touting the award-worthi- 
ness of shows such as NBC’s “Smash,” AMC’s 
“Breaking Bad” and Showtime’s “Homeland.” 

Then there’s “Portlandia,” the IFC sketch 
comedy series that affectionately skewers 
Portland, Ore., and its quirky residents. Lack 
ing the resources to fuel a massive Emmy 
campaign, the show’s producers and boost- 
ers are still determined to make themselves 
heard. 

“Portlandia,” which has completed its sec- 
ond season, stars “Saturday Night Live” regu- 
lar Fred Armisen and musician Carrie Brown- 
stein, who play numerous characters in the 
half-hour sketch show. The series positions 
Portland as a place where “young people go to 
retire” and is structured as a comic mash-up 
satirizing the city’s artisan shops, community 


gardens and offbeat residents. 

Even though the series makes fun of his 
city, Mayor Sam Adams has offered to help 
out, pledging to call every TV academy mem- 
ber at home. 

Adams is kidding, of course—he’s got a 
few other things to deal with besides putting 
academy members on speed dial. 

But he and other Portland boosters are hit- 
ting the Emmy campaign trail with “Portland- 
ia” producers to secure a marquee nomination 
for the series—a nod for outstanding variety 
series, perhaps, or for writing, supporting ac- 
tor or actress. 

“We wanted to do something grass-roots 
that will reflect on the fun nature of the 
show,” said Blake Callaway, the network’s 
head of marketing. “We hope it sets us apart 
from the pack.” 

A video on IFC’s website features Adams 
asking Emmy voters to “put an Emmy on it,” 
a twist on one sketch that suggested you can 
put a bird on anything in Portland and call it 
art. 

“Don't forget to pack your pickles, custom 
knots, bike helmets, birds and Emmy,” the in- 
vite reminds voters.

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Hotel germ warfare

Do you have any idea what happened on that 
hotel bed before you walked into the room? You 
don’t want to know. Neither do I, which is why, 
first thing when arriving in a new hotel room, I 
usually toss the bedspread in the closet. 

It seems I’m not alone. For years, surveys 
showed that hotel guests most value customer 
service, cleanliness and maintenance—in that 
order, said Ron Pohl, Best Western’s senior 
vice president of brand management. Two 
years ago there was a subtle but significant 
shift: Cleanliness leapt to the top of the list. 

“Beyond seeing stains and dirt, people were 
comfortable,” Pohl said. “Today it’s not what 
they see that they're concerned about; it’s 
what they don’t see.” 

The findings led Best Western to launch an 
intensive housekeeping program that has been 
adopted by about a third of the chain’s 2,200 
North American hotels; the rest are expected 
to follow by the end of the year, Pohl said. 

Among other initiatives, Best Western has 
armed housekeeping staffs with black lights 
to spot biological matter invisible to the na- 
ked eye (fluids and such), and ultraviolet ster- 


ilization wands to wave above the places that 
get the most finger traffic, such as telephones, 
clocks, light switches, door handles and bath- 
room fixtures. It also has retooled with crev- 
ice-free TV remotes that can be wiped down. 

Whether this is savvy marketing or creating 
cleaner hotel rooms (or most likely both), it is 
a hospitality industry response to the era of 
SARS, HiN1 and a hand-sanitizing station ev- 
ery 20 feet. (Best Western still doesn’t regularly 
wash the blankets, except in the case of duvets, 
Pohl said). Philip Tierno, a New York Univer- 
sity microbiology professor and author of “The 
Secret Life of Germs,” said it is indeed time for 
hotels to re-evaluate how rooms are cleaned. 

“Theoretically a few organisms can give 
rise to a very bad bout of the stomach flu,” 
he said, adding that such germs can survive 
for days on insufficiently cleaned doorknobs, 
telephones and bathroom fixtures. As a result, 
he employs his own hotel cleaning ritual (see 
right). Though he applauded Best Western’s 
crevice-free remote, he said the UV wand is 
most likely “useless.” 

“You may have to pass the wand over it for 
minutes, depending upon the organism, for it 
to be effective, not seconds,” he said.
